City’s finances looking better 


Parents say 
county team 
was insulted 

Assistant Fire Chief 
held responsible 


Warsaw City Council 
received its best financial 
report in several years at 
Monday’s meeting. Ac¬ 
countant Jeff Woods of 
Raisor, Zapp, and Woods 
in Carrollton delivered 
the report. Mayor C.E. 
French was not at the 
meeting due to a knee 
problem and councilman 
Keith Jones presided. 

“You are in a much bet¬ 
ter position than last year 
because you raised your 
water and sewer rates,” 
said Woods. “You’ve got 
your head above water 
and are moving in the 
right direction. It’s been 
tough since the wheel 
plant closed in 2008 and 
there are still negatives

Glenoce Mayor James 
Nantz announced at 
Monday’s city council 
meeting that as a result 
of last week’s elections, 
the council will seat two 
new members in January. 
Anthony West and Benny 
Edmondson will be sworn 
in at the December meet¬ 
ing along with incumbents 
Charlotte Adams, JuJu 
Sullivan, Mike Hampton 
and Rick Dunaway. Julia 
Proctor and Leeza Nantz 
will leave the council. 

In other business: 

•Gallatin County Sher- 
riff Josh Neale said he’ll 
host an inaugural neigh¬ 
borhood watch meeting 


but they’re accountable 
and we know where we 
are.” 

He also attributed the 
city’s improved finan¬ 
cial status to cuts and the 
employees who have left 
Warsaw’s payroll. 

The report was in stark 
contrast to last year’s 
when Woods reported a 
$195,000 deficit in War¬ 
saw’s General Fund. The 
city raised water and 
sewer rates last January 
and the city has had six 
months of the additional 
revenue for this year’s 
audit. Woods mentioned 
the possibility of raising 
the city’s payroll tax to 
further stabilize the city’s 
finances. 


Friday night from 6 to 8 
p.m. at the Glencoe city 
building. The meeting 
will be held to discuss 
citizens’ concerns over 
unruly juveniles who cre¬ 
ate safety and security 
problems. 

•A positive report from 
Karen Michalski about 
the Kentucky League of 
Cities meeting resulted in 
Glencoe exploring a grant 
for sidewalk improve¬ 
ments in January. 

•Even though a sus¬ 
pected methamphetamine 
house in the city was 
recently closed, many 
residents still complain 
of odors and other activ¬ 
ity there that seem suspi¬ 
cious. 


Warsaw still has a lot 
of debt to pay off in the 
next 20 years. About 
$413,000 is owed for the 
city building and the fire 
truck. About $2.6 mil¬ 
lion is owed for water and 
sewer plant renovations. 

But the major problem 
for the city, according to 
Woods, is the Road Aid 
fund because money has 
been transferred from it 
to the General Fund along 
with Water and Sewer. 

“That money needs to 
be paid back to the road 
fund as soon as possible,” 
said Woods. “The state 
wants that money used for 
roads.” 

Councilman Nelson 
Brown was concerned 
about that information, 
saying: “I don’t know 
where this $130,000 in 
road aid went and I have 
a problem with it being 
moved without council 
knowing about it. I don’t 


Gallatin County’s un¬ 
employment rate dropped 
to 8.0 percent in Septem¬ 
ber, according to the Ken¬ 
tucky Office of Employ¬ 
ment. August’s rate was 
8.1 percent according to 
state figures. 

There were 340 un¬ 
employed workers in the 
August out of total work¬ 
force of 4,226.

•Warsaw will join 82 
other Kentucky cities in 
becoming a “Purple Heart 
City” to honor those in¬ 
jured or killed in the line 
of military duty. 

•Council passed a 
proclamation to join 100 
Kentucky cities in the 
“War Against Violence”. 
This includes a pledge to 
try to reduce violence by 
10 percent. 


roll County’s 8.5 percent 
rate was the highest in 
the eight-county region. 
Boone and Owen counties 
had the lowest rates at 6.6 
percent. 

Kentucky’s unemploy¬ 
ment rate fell from 8.4 
percent in August to 7.8 
percent in September. 

Woodford County re¬ 
corded the lowest unem¬ 
ployment rate in Ken¬ 
tucky in September at 5.3 
percent. 

Fulton County had the 
highest unemployment 
rate in September at 16.7 
percent. 


The Gallatin County 
Fiscal Court went into 
a closed session at last 
Thursday ’ s November 
meeting after listening 
to parents say their el¬ 
ementary school football 
players were insulted by 
the fire department and 
ambulance service before 
a recent “Super Bowl” 
game in Warsaw. 

Parents and coaches 
told the court a Gallatin 
County fire truck and am¬ 
bulance were used to lead 
a Walton/Verona caravan 
of 40 to 50 vehicles to 
the Warsaw field before 
the game. They accused 
Gallatin County Assistant 
Fire Chief William B. Al¬ 
exander of organizing the 
convoy. 

William B. Alexander 
is the son of county Fire 
Chief and EMS director 
Barry Alexander. William 
B. Alexander’s son plays 
for Walton/Verona. 

“This was a total mis¬ 
use of power,” said April 
Noel, whose son plays 
for the Gallatin County 
Mighty Pros team. “I’ve 
been traveling with this 
team for four years and 
have never sben anything 
so malicious before.” 


“I watched in total dis¬ 
belief,” said Coach Dar¬ 
rell Hammond. “I can’t 
believe our county vehi¬ 
cles would escort a rival 
team to our field. It upset 
our kids to have to watch 
it, it showed them up and 
was totally uncalled for.” 

Before going into a 
closed meeting to discuss 
the matter, Gallatin Coun¬ 
ty Judge/executive Ken 
McFarland told the crowd 
the matter was embarrass¬ 
ing for the county. 

“It was a very unfor¬ 
tunate incident and not 
authorized by the court,” 
said McFarland. “It didn’t 
look good and should 
never have happened. I 
promise we’ll conduct a 
thorough investigation 
and find out exactly what 
happened and who was 
responsible.” 

The court voted to dis¬ 
cuss the matter in a closed 
session after listening to 
other accounts of the in¬ 
cident. In the closed ses¬ 
sion, it was unanimously 
voted to relieve Alexander 
of all duties he has with 
the county and to forbid 
him from using any coun¬ 
ty equipment. Besides his

Chandler departing — McConnell vulnerable ? 


As Americans were re-electing 
President Obama and making the 
U.S. Senate more Democratic, 
Kentuckians were rejecting Obama 
more strongly than before. They 
also made their legislature more Re¬ 
publican and fired one of the state’s 
biggest Democratic names from his 
seat in Congress, probably ending 
his elective political career. 

U.S. Rep. Ben Chandler’s ties to 
Obama, specifically his 2009 vote 
for the president’s cap-and-trade bill 
to limit greenhouse gases and cli¬ 
mate change, spelled doom for him. 

As he conceded defeat, Chandler, 
53, suggested he might run for state¬ 
wide office again. He has longed to 
be governor, a job his grandfather 
held twice, and it’s open in 2015. 
But that will still be in Obama’s 
second term, and the coal industry 
is unlikely to warm up to Chandler. 
He has been mentioned as a choice 
for a federal judgeship, given his 
eight years as attorney general, or an 
ambassadorship, which seems more 
likely. 

One job Chandler will not seek 
is that of U.S. Sen. Mitch McCon¬ 
nell, who is running for a sixth term 
in 2014. Right now, no one else is 
opposing McConnell either, though 
3rd District Rep. John Yarmuth, 
D-Louisville, is promoting actress 
Ashley Judd, who lives in Tennes¬ 
see but has Kentucky roots. 

Yarmuth said a Judd nomination 
against the Senate Republican lead¬ 
er would attract enough attention 
and money to make the race the na¬ 
tion’s most prominent in 2014. Judd 
would have a lot to prove, and pre¬ 
vious public statements to defend. 
Until then, her candidacy is a liberal 
fantasy. 

Another female candidate with 
no votes to defend could also at¬ 
tract attention and money: Allison 
Lundergan Grimes. She has been 
secretary of state for only a year, and 
will turn just 34 on November 23, 


but she is the daughter of former state 
Democratic Chairman Jerry Lunder¬ 
gan, who is close to Bill and Hillaiy 
Clinton. 

The most qualified opponent for 
McConnell would be Gov. Steve 
Beshear, who lost to McConnell in 
1996, but Beshear says he has mn his 
last race. Next on the list is Lt. Gov. Jer¬ 
ry Abramson, who toyed with running 
for senator in the past, but now seems 
disinclined. 

Many consider McConnell invin¬ 
cible with his huge campaign treasury 
and a president who should be easy to 
mn against in Kentucky. But Tuesday’s 
election showed little impact from re¬ 
cord campaign spending and, like most 
Americans, Kentuckians also want 
their elected leaders to cooperate. 

McConnell’s churlish, challenging 
reaction to Obama’s re-election sug¬ 
gest that he may remain Obstructionist 
in Chief. 

That stance may shore up McCon¬ 
nell’s leadership post, and his ambition 
to lead a Senate majority, but it could 
make him more vulnerable to a chal¬ 
lenge from a Democrat who lacks the 


vulnerabilities of previous opponents 
and can resonate with persuadable vot¬ 
ers. In 2008, McConnell beat Lunsford 
by six percent of the vote and the exit 
poll showed that 11 percent of Obama 
voters (4.6 percent of the total) voted 
for McConnell, the main cause likely 
being Lunsford’s negatives. The sena¬ 
tor is not unbeatable. 

Sunday was Veterans Day. After 
The Courier Journal's Washington 
Correspondent Jim Carroll’s eloquent 
essay, urging his readers to vote in hon¬ 
or of those who fought for that right, I 
am moved to thank all of you who did 
cast a ballot, especially those who split 
your tickets. One reason our country 
has been so politically polarized is the 
alienation of moderate, independent- 
minded, persuadable voters who have 
given up on voting. Parties are an es¬ 
sential part of our system, but mindless 
allegiance to party warps the system. 
Our first allegiance must be to our 
countiy, to justice, and to the freedoms 
so costly won.

New blog helps young 
people become 
financially savvy 
It’s never too early to 
learn about managing fi¬ 
nances.

University of Kentucky 
Cooperative Extension spe¬ 
cialists have created a blog, 
“Allowanceless: What Do 
You Mean I Don’t Get an 
Allowance Anymore?.” The 
online site, http://allowance- 
less.blogspot.com/, includes 
information on financial 
management topics. The 
blog is accessible to anyone, 
but is targeted toward young 
adults. In addition to finan¬ 
cial information, it includes 
information on topics related 
to civic engagement, ana¬ 
lytical skills, social media, 
health and how each affects 
individual and family finan¬ 
cial well-being. 

For the past 11 years, UK 
Cooperative Extension Ser¬ 
vice has sent weekly finan¬ 
cial lessons to high school 
teachers to improve students’ 
financial literacy as part of 
the university’s commitment 
to the Kentucky Education 
Reform Act. 

The blog was added this 
year and when teens gradu¬ 
ate from high school, they 
can continue receiving finan¬ 
cial tips. The extension ser¬ 
vice will continue to provide 
its award-winning financial 
education curriculum and 
ideas to educators.

I’ve been getting a lot of 
calls lately about a certain 
insect invading homes. 
The bugs are about a half¬ 
inch long, black, and have 
a red V shaped marking 
on their back. These are 


called Boxelder Bugs. 

Boxelder bugs feed on 
plants during the summer. 
They move to sheltered 
areas (including nearby 
houses and buildings) in 
the fall and remain there 
during the winter. Sweep 
or vacuum up and discard 
those found inside. They 
will not multiply nor will 
they infest any household 
articles. These insects are 
only a nuisance or acci¬ 
dental invader; however, 
they may leave an odor 
and stain when crushed. 

Exclusion is important 
in reducing numbers that 
get indoors. Check door 
sweeps and places outside 
the house that may allow 
them to get inside. If large 
numbers are present every 
year, removal of Boxelder 
trees should be considered 
because this is the major 
host plant for them. Other 
alternatives include con¬ 
trolling insects while they 
are on the Boxelder tree 
or direct sprays of congre¬ 
gations of the insects on 


outside walls. Insecticidal 
soap provides a safe con¬ 
trol alternative but it must 
be sprayed directly on the 
insects to be effective.
